Looking at the circuit again I would recommend -9 volts (derived from 
a battery or otherwise) which is the bias voltage specified for the 
pentode section of the 1D8GT. Minus 9 volts bias applied to the 
bottom of R15 would also give a broader range of RF gain control then 
would be the case with -5 or -7 volts.

One part, the New York area and Boston, 
stayed with the name of Radio Wire Television Inc. The other part, 
the Atlanta and Chicago portion, was the Lafayette Radio Corp. 
Separate catalogs for the two started in 1942. In 1945, the 
Chicago-Atlanta part changed its name to Concord Radio Inc "formerly 
Lafayette Radio Corp." Separate catalogs for the two continued until 
1948 when a combined catalog was produced as Lafayette-Concord. After 
1951 the two split permanently and Lafayette as we know it remained in 
the New York area and Boston only, although it did get some local 
stores in the 1960s-70s as far south as the Wash DC area. 


Anybody know why that happened? Was there a rift between partners? A 
reaction to the FTC charges against Wholesale Radio (the earliest 
name)? World War II demands? (such as competitive bidding, two 
companies better than one?)

Store locations for later years, (only one mail-order location.) 

My Summer 1965 catalog shows 12 company owned stores, all in NY, NJ, 
and Massachusetts,except for a new one in Maryland just outside of 
Washington DC. There were also 148 "associate" store locations in 42 
states and Puerto Rico. My 71 catalog shows 40 company owned stores 
but does not provide the number of associate stores. The 72 catalog 
shows 53 company owned stores and notes that there are 260 associate 
stores. The 75 catalog mentions "over 100" company stores but does 
not indicate the number of associate stores. 


The associate stores were individually owned. In 1965, you needed 
$10K to 30K to open one. The 72 catalog mentions $20K to 50K and the 
75 catalog mentions $40K to 75K. Chapter 11 was filed on January 
1980. And yes, I am very aware of the FCC rule changes on CB and the 
competition from RS and others as major underlying causes. 


Thanks also for a couple of clues to my 1940s history mystery 
question. I am following up. Lots of dots but no hard connections 
or clear conclusions as yet. Fascinating indeed!

I can only speak for 1930s-1940s U.S. aircraft designs. 

"WWII military radios drift" is, like TVI, largely a silly myth 

born of poor, hack-job power supplies and 

clueless, improper operation. Many of those 1950s-60s 
"modification" articles and "power supply" lash-up diagrams 

should be burned and the ashes scattered on a potter's field. 


When refurbished to design standards, 

allowed a few minutes to warm and then run as-designed, 

the SCR-183, SCR-283, SCR-274N and SCR-287 

will amaze you with their stability. It's better than many 
1960s and early 1970s-era commercial ham rigs. 

If you have a 30s-40s aircraft transmitter that drifts 

an objectionable amount during a QSO, 

something is wrong with it or the power supply. 


All that being said, it's important to note that the 
makers of this fine gear used special alloys and 
materials in their oscillator componants as well as 
then-state-of-the-art temperature compensation 
techniques. They worked exceptionally well. 

Don't use just any junk-box parts. Get some variable 
caps and coils from Command Sets. Be glad to 

help with anything I might have around here. 


As an aside- I recently acquired a 1935 National HRO 

and built a 1935 "poor-boy, built on a board" single-tube 
power xtal oscillator with about 35 watts out. 

You have to use large-blank xtals which are tough to find 
(it will eat FT-243s like popcorn). 

I cathode-modulated it for AM and made some 

multi-state contacts on 160,75 and 40. 

It's been a lot of fun, but I'm going to rebuild it 

with an xtal-oscillator stage to drive the PA. 

Antique crystals are vanishing and there's no excuse 

for damaging them. I'm thinking of a "gentler" xtal osc. 
driving three 814s or 828s.

Nick, 


The stability of the free-running oscillators in WW2 era MOPA transmitters varied, 
depending upon the transmitter type. I have no direct experience with the BC375 
and BC191 transmitters, but I do recall a QST article from the later 40s that 
recommended driving the BC-375 with a Command Set to achieve adequate oscillator 
stability and to eliminate a rather horrendous chirp. I have a Collins 32RA8 in 
my collection which could run the oscillator either crystal controlled or self- 
controlled, and it's pretty squirrly in the self-controlled mode. 


On the other hand, Command Set transmitters were quite stable and could easily be 
used for both CW and AM vfos. I had a BC-457 running as the vfo for my 80 to 10 
meter rig in the 50s, and even on 15 meter CW, a multiplication of 6 times from 
its 80 meter fundamental, it was quite acceptable. I keyed the oscillator for QSK 
operation, and it had just a little chirp on 15. Also, it was quite common in the 
early days of SSB to use a BC458 Command Set which nominally covered 5.3 to 7 mc 
as the vfo for a 9 mc phasing rig such as a Central Electronics 10B or 20A. CE 
even sold a kit to convert a BC458 to an "all band" (80 through 10) vfo for their 
rigs. So the BC458s certainly have enough stability to carry on a satisfactory 
SSB QSO. On the subject of keying, I've never had a Command Set on 80 meters 
(BC696 or BC457) that did chirp badly, and I've never had a Command Set on 40 
meters (BC458 or BC459) that did not chirp, even if I let the oscillator free-run 
and just key the amplifier. I regularly run Command Set transmitters on 160, 80 
and 40 for the Classic Exchange, along with their companion BC454 and BC455 
receivers, and they all work just fine. I also use a BC696 as a vfo fora 
Hammarlund 4-20 transmitter, and it works well too. 


I've never had a TCS transmitter, but I've worked several of them on the air 
during the Classic Exchange. They are quite stable as well, although I understand 
that their keying relay or relays make quite a racket in the shack and limit the 
code speed to about 20 wpm or less. 


I've never had a BC610 either, but I suspect that they are none too stable in the 
self-controlled oscillator mode. Perhaps some other folks on the BA Reflector can 
chime in on that one.

Try a #49 (2-Volt - 60 mA) pilot lamp in series with the crystal. Low 
resistance when cold, but R increases when the lamp begins to glow with 
crystal current, and generally keeps things within reasonable limits for 
an FT-243. I did this on a TBX-4 ( 837 oscillator) with good results.

>From my transmitter article, "The 1626 oscillator works well with 200 to 300 


volts, preferably but not necessairly regulated. My BC-457 draws 33.8 ma at 278 
volts in this circuit. The 1625 screens are also happy with 250 to 300 volts, 
mine pulling 10.1 ma at 278 volts, and they can be fed if you wish through a 
series resistor or a voltage divider from any available B+ supply. The oscillator 
can be fed from a series pair of voltage regulator tubes (VR150/VR105 ox two 
VR105s) with a dropping resistor from the oscillator voltage regulator tube 
j8unction to a higher voltage point set for 40 ma to flow through the voltage 
regulator tubes with no current flowing to the oscillator. 


"The 1625 plates will run on anything from the same voltage as their screens up to 
as much as 750 volts. (Some guys used to run as much as 1000 volts on them in the 
good old days when 1625s were 25 cents each on the surplus market.) You will want 
to meter either the final plate or cathode current so you'lll know the power input 
to the final. The 1625 pair is rated up to 200 ma, but max power output and best 
keying will occur at less plate current, and not necessairly simultaneously. 


"The filaments as wired were meant to run on 25.2 vde at 0.7 amp. Since we won't 
be using the relays K53 and K54, you can run the filaments on ac, either 24 volts 
as wired or 12 volts if you rewire them in parallel. The 1629 calibrator circuit 
won't work if you use ac, unless you make another change; but that doesn't affect 
the transmitter operation at all and we usually didn't bother with it in the 50s." 


The receiver article says that you should use between 125 to 250 vde for B+ and 
that the set will draw less than 100 ma. (The DM-32A dynamotor originally used 
with the receiver was rated at 250 volts, 50 ma.) As wired, the receivers use 24 
volts for filament power. The article calls for 1.5 amps at 12 volts with all 
filaments wired in parallel, but seeing that there are six tubes each of which 
pull 0.15 amp at 12.6 volts, they should really need only 0.45 amps at 25.2 volts. 
The receiver article author recommends replacing a bunch of capacitors, assuming 
that they "are almost certainly leaky, shorted or open." I have three receivers 
on the air, a BC453 which I use as a "second IF" for the other two, a BC454 for 80 
meters, and a BC455 for 40 meters. All of the caps mentioned have shorted out in 
my BC453 and I've had to replace them. None of the caps in the 454 or 455 have 
gone bad. So you can take your choice about whether to replace those caps or not. 


There's another Receiver article you might want to look at in Electric Radio, #74, 
June 1995, starting on page 4. It's about the "Command Set Triplets," my double 
conversion article. Even if you don't want to play with using the BC453 "Q-5er" 
as a second IF, it contains information on converting and tuning up a Command Set 
receiver by itself.

Dave, Bob has all the right points so I wonder if you overlooked or 
insufficiently preloaded the anti-backlash spring before meshing the gears. 


> Dave, 


Any anti-backlash gear and worm pair that I ever saw has several times the 
amount of rotation (throw) needed to remove any amount of backlash between 
it and its driving worm gear (pinion). If, when preloaded, there is still 
backlash between gear and tuning knob, I can think of five possible reasons: 


(1) loose set screws in shaft couplings or knobs. 

(2) end float in the pinion shaft bearings (if that's your problem, then 
the plastic tape must have side-loaded the pinion enough to force the balls 
to 

the zero clearance point of one or two of them, which will pretty soon quit 
working as the tape wears). 

(3) weak spring. 

(4) excessive torque required to rotate the capacitor shaft. 

(5) excessive force required to rotate the movable gear.
